Arlington Recycling Committee 
Minutes of 5/2/13 


PRESENT: Co-Chair Juli Brazile, Co-Chair Gordon Jamieson, DPW Recycling Coordinator Charlotte 
Milan, Janice Pare, Sue Stamps, Erica Riddington, Andra Shea, Secretary Pete Howard 

ACT Arlington Clean Town: Andra described an effort to combine spring cleanup efforts into one 
weekend (Ref 1). The first effort will be 5/11. Charlotte said DPW is considering a more formal form 
to request DPW pickup of debris collected after such cleanup efforts. 

CURBSIDE TRASH & RECYCLING APPEARANCE: Andra showed photos of messy curbside bins, 
cardboard and uncovered barrels. Charlotte said that the next MSW guide will address this problem. 
Gordon suggested that DPW make several size bins available to suit different household needs. 

RECYCLING COORDINATOR'S REPORT: Charlotte updated her monthly report based on tonnage 
through March (Ref 2). She showed the balance in the ARC budget as $1780. She suggested using 
most of the remainder to buy new attractive bins for public events, some more plastic bag folding 
frames for schools, and materials to stock cleanup kits to supply community cleanup efforts. This 
totals $848 plus labels and shipping. Erica requested 2 compost bins for Brackett. The members 
agreed to a total of $928-i-shipping/handling. Charlotte will proceed & report next month. 

ART 4 PLASTIC WATER BOTTLES: The ARC, at a special meeting before Town Meeting, agreed to 
support this effort by SAVE. Despite a good presentation by the SAVE proponents, the Town 
Meeting did not pass this article. Because of a misunderstanding w/ the Moderator, Gordon was not 
called to give the ARC'S endorsement. Gordon suggested buying and distributing reusable water 
bottles w/ recycling logo together with a renewed effort on reusable shopping bags 

CCD 5/11: Need more workers in 2nd shift. Flyer distributed at Town Meeting. Gordon will follow up 
w/ Diane Mahon for sneaker delivery volunteers. Charlotte suggested and the ARC approved 
requesting a donation to the Food Pantry from residents going to the paper shredder. 

BUSINESS RECYCLING: Sue reviewed her efforts to get hauler permit to explicitly require haulers to 
offer recycling pickup. She has run into a bureaucratic snarl. Gordon to discuss w/ the Town 
Manager. Charlotte reported that the DPW Director suggested that DRM might like to solicit 
businesses that are using other haulers. This seems to be a promising approach. Addendum: 

Meeting with Town Manager set for mid-May. 

MEMBERSHIP: Eric resigned. Erica & Janice volunteered. Ellen volunteered earlier. This brings 
membership to 9, a full roster. Gordon will let the Moderator & Webmaster know.
